But ſmce the people cannot 
be wound up to them , be that in- 
tends their benefit muſt condeſcend, 
aud take as be finds it , the Meter 
they are accuſtomed to ; and fit ſuch 
words to them as they can under- 
ſtand, and may conveigh. naturally 
and eaſily into their minds , that 
pions ſenſe which every. where 
breaths in the Pſalms of David.
